Mrs. R. F. Parker of Upper Gran- 
ville, N. S., writes as follows: 

“Will you kindly state what dic- 
tionaries you regard as authorita- 
tive? My children and I were in- 
structed at home and at school. ac- 
cording to Webster and Worcester. 
Both authorities accent acclimate 
on the first syllable, and thanksgiv- 
ing on the second. When authori- 
ties differ, how can we ordinary 
mortals speak correctly, strive as 
we may? And can pronunciation by 
a recognized authority be consider- 
ed an error? 

The Standard gives, with no al- 
ternative, the accent on the second 
syllable of acclimate. So does ‘Win- 
ston. Vizetelly follows suit, but 
Krapp, in his Pronunciation of 
Standard: English in America, plao- 
es the accent upon the first syll- 
able. 

Thanksgiving has the accent on 
the first syllable in the Oxford Dic~ 
tionary and in several others. Win- 
ston offers the accent on either the 
first or the second syllable. 

Mrs. Parker is not to be blamed 
for asking the question she does. 
Usage has more to do with proper 
pronunciation than all the diction- 
aries, but the research work done 
by these dictionaries is what we 
have to look to in order to find out 
what modern usage is. If “The 
Right Word” arouses discussions of 
problems of-these kind, it is fulfill- 
ing its mission.

* Because the French scientist Nocard, 19 years before the intradermal 
tubercular test was invented, said “once a reactor, always tubercular,” 
this Virginia State agent seems to have adopted this slogan as the begin- 
ning and end of his professional comprehension; and, without knowing 
why they think so, the members of his sanitary board seem to imagine that 
this phrase is a classic in the literature of veterinary science. Put to the 
actual test, the sworn testimony in the case proves that Doctor Ferney- 
hough and his board, when they find it convenient, repudiate their own 
doctrine, 

As stated in the first part of this brochure, the State veterinarian, 
without dissent from his sanitary board, has repeatedly retested typical 
reactors. How many times he has done this only his official records, if 
unaltered, will reveal. 

Conclusively cornered in one case, he attempted to wriggle out. by 
swearing that the local veterinarian in the case of two positive reactors 
which he ordered retested had “requested a retest.” Of course this made 
not one particle of difference. Mr. Glass’s local veterinarian not 
only requested a retest; but, under oath, testified that he did not believe 
there was one semblance of infection in the condemned animals.

DEAR SIR: In reply to your letter relative to tuberculin testing 
your herd in 1921, I would state that I made this test, assisted by Doctor 
Ellett, on April 5 and 6, 1921. 

This test was made by the subcutaneous method and as a result there 
were two reactors and two suspects and they were reported as such to the 
State veterinarian, Dr. J. G. Ferneyhough, who, upon his own responsibility 
and through no request of mine, classified them as suspects and suggested 
that they be subjected te the intradermal and opthalmic test some six or 
eight weeks later, which was done with negative results. 

All of the above-mentioned cattle have given negative reactions an- 
nually to the intradermal tuberculin test since that time and- are, in. my 
opinion, in perfect physical condition,

and the report of one of the most skillful veterinarians in Virginia, which 
were retested by order of the Virginia State veterinarian and restored 
immediately to an accredited herd, where they have remained ever since.

DEAR SENATOR GLASS: ‘In response to your request,.I have @x- 
amined the tuberculin test charts of Dr. Ralph A. Dunn, dated April 5 and 
6, 1921, filed as Exhibit JGF, No. 16, in the case of Carter Glass v. State 
Livestock Sanitary Board of Virginia, and-find the temperatures for 
Golden Star’s Belle and Foxy’s Eminent Princess are in my opinion proper- 
ly recorded thereon as reactors to the subcutaneous tuberculin test. 

In reply to your further inquiry, I can see no diagnostic difference be- 
tween the temperatures of the two animals above named and the-temipera- 
tures of Majesty’s Lady Fairfax in your herd, which was likewise reennded 
as a reactor, and therefore I can see no professional reason why these:two 
animals should be retested and the other not.

These letters afford direct and unavoidable proof that the 
State veterinarian was not telling the truth, or the livestock sanitary 
board either, when they clattered in print about never retesting an alleged 
reactor, and about “treating Senator Glass like other breeders are @ 
It shows this official pursues no fixed professional course, but takes any 
action that his personal whims or dislikes may suggest, and that hig live- 
stock sanitary board approves everything he does, right or wrong, Wwith- 
out knowing why. 

THE CASE IN BRIEF 

In conclusion it may be stated that the sworn evidence in this case 
shows that the Virginia State veterinarian was induced by somebody to 
believe he could gain a little cheap notoriety for himself by “bidding de- 
fiance to a United States Senator,” whose property he had mutilated and 
wanted to destroy. He made no official investigation of the case whatso- 
ever, as required by law, beyond asking his itinerant agent whether the 
latter had applied the tuberculin test in a sanitary and otherwise proper 
way. He was compelled to admit under oath that he had given nobody 
but his hired agent an opportunity to confér with him on the subject. He 
had not spoken to Mr. Glass’s herd manager or barn man; he did not visit 
the farm, as required by law; he did not see Mr. Glass in person; he didn’t 
see a single one of the animals tested to note if it presented any 
symptoms of disease; he didn’t ask a human being except his accused agent 
whether the latter observed the commonest sanitary requirements for this 
delicate test; he didn’t find out that this very agent, according to the 
record, had killed three perfectly healthy animals at the Presbyterian 
Orphanage at Lynchburg; he did not find out that this agent had killed 
four or five perfectly healthy animals at the State epileptic colony in Am- 
herst; causing Doctor Priddy to renounce the test; he did not find out his 
agent killed three animals for J. A. Clarkson in Augusta County, proved 
by post-mortem and microscopic examination to be perfectly healthy; he 
did not find out other blunders made in the same territory by the same 
agent. He simply got the childish notion, not altogether exceptional in 
persons of his inflated type, that Mr.“Glass was seeking to protect his 
property only “because he was a United States Senator.” And he foolishly 
approved the wanton mutilation of one $3,000 cow, subsequently 
by his own bureau to be entirely free from infection; and insisted upon 
the destruction of other animals, now proved by every test known to vet- 
erinary science to be absolutely healthy. 

It may be that Mr, Glass’s experience is exceptional and that only 
Virginia is cursed with the situation described in this brochure. In that 
event the duty rests upon the cattle breeders and dairymen of the State 
whose property interests are thus menaced to apply a radical remedy as 
speedily and thoroughly as opportunity presents.

There is another phase of this case that seems to take it far beyond 
a mere local or State incident and to denote a wide concert of’action to 
establish a fictitious system of professional graft, based upon the credulity 
of breeders and dairymen and inspired by the avarice of its beneficiaries. 
The story as to this was briefly told by Senator Glass to the Virginia State 
Dairymen’s Association at Roanoke recently and occasioned many expres- 
sions of amazement and indignation. It is briefly this: 

AN EXPERT’S SETTLED CONVICTION poe 

An outstanding professor of veterinary science at a university-—of 
great reputation in the East was employed by Mr. Glass to act as expert 
adviser to the latter’s attorneys. This professor of veterinary science had 
been put in possession of every detail of the case of Carter Glass v. The 
Virginia Livestock Sanitary Board, supplied with all the correspondence 
and the testimony which had been taken to the time of his employment, 

1. He had expressed the definite opinion that “there have been 
many errors in making the intradermal test of cattle for tuberculosis, 
through which numeruos supposed reactions have occurred when infeetion 
could not be verified by autopsy.” _ 

2. He had also placed himself on record as declaring that “in this 
new test, probably due to immature knowledge on the part of some testers, 
resulting in error in reading, a number of condemnations unsupported by 
post-mortem findings have been made out of harmony with practical ef- 
ficiency.” 

3. He had definitely cited an instance in which “numerous valuable 


f 


,| purebred cattle had been condemned under this test when a stay in action 


was obtained and the retest made clear that the first test was inefficient.” 

4. He had unhesitatingly subscribed to the doctrine laid down by Dr. 
W. L. Williams, of Cornell University, that “it is professionally and ethi- 
cally correct that, after a proper lapse of time, a retest of alleged reactors 
in such a case” as that affecting the herd of Mr. Glass “should be avail- 
able, to be conducted by a party of acknowledged skill and character.” 

5. He had explicitly stated to Mr. Glass and his attorneys that the 
records of New York State, where he resided, showed numbers of instances 
of “the retesting of reacting animals and, found without blemish, their 
restoration to accredited herds even after having been branded as _ re- 
actors.” He added significantly: “But I would like to see you or anybody 
else get access to those files.” And it may be stated here that every effort 
to get access to them was subsequently. resisted. 

This veterinary scientist gave it explicitly as his professional opinion 
that animals entirely free from infection were, by the tuberculin test as 
applied, erroneously adjudged to be tubercular and that the system em- 
ployed was largely wrong and should be radically revised. It was because 
of these various statements and the unmistakable attitude of this gentle- 
man that his professional services were engaged. He was to repeat these 
statements in a sworn deposition and was to prepare hypothetical ques- 
tions to be asked of adversary witnesses. 

AN EXPERT TERRORIZED 

A day or two before the time appointed to take his testimony this 
outstanding professor of veterinary science at an institution of great repu- 
tation, although paid a part of the fee charged for his professional services, 
evinced a reluctance to proceed. He indicated that he had been “warned to 
have nothing to do with this case.” He did not modify his previously ex- 
pressed opinions in the slightest degree. He did not alter his professional 
attitude in‘any way whatsoever; but showed plainly he had been appealed 
to, if not threatened, by the professional grafters, who stood aghast at 
the prospect of having their system interfered with. In a word, he con- 
fessedly was frightened and advised an adjustment of the case out-of 
court. 

When told by Mr. Glass’s attorneys that the only “adjustment of the 
case out of court” that might be made would be a retest of the two con- 
demned heifers, he expressed confidence in his ability to adjust the matter 
by having the two alleged reactors retested by two impartial veterinarians 
of acknowledged skill, one to be appointed by Doctor Mohler, of the United 
States Bureau of Animal Industry, and the other by Doctor Munn, State 
veterinarian of Pennsylvania. He was told that, while Mr. Glass had no 
compromise to propose, he would cheerfully agree to and abide by such a 
retest. 

The effort of this distinguished veterinary scientist so to adjust.the 
case proved futile, to his evident surprise and disgust; whereupon he begged 
to be let off from testifying. He reiterated his firm conviction that a re- 
test should be made; that it was professionally ethical and that it would, 
if properly made, disclose whether or not the two heifers were actually in- 
fected. But he said he could not stand up against “the system” that had 
been erected, pleading, moreover, that since Doctor Mohler, Director of the 
United States Bureau of Animal Industry, had testified under oath that he 
favored a retest of these heifers, no other professional testimony was 
really needed in the case. .

AANDSOME Dave Clark many times addressed 
a-jury thus: 
“Tt is the contention of the ‘prosecution that 
the defendant murdered this man in cold blood, 
and the state demands the death penalty!” 

In his brilliant seven-year career as deputy district at- 
torney of Los Angeles county, David H. Clark time and 
again appeared before juries. in the Pacific Coast city and 
sought the: hangman’s noose for accused men. 

But suddenly the proverbial tables turned, and Dave 
Clark was brought face to face with the gallows. 

Resigned prosecutor, former candidate for judge, model 
husband and ‘social climber, he was accused as the myste- 
rious stranger who ended the lives of two of California's 
best known men one day last May. 

It was on May 20, to be exact, when 
Charles Crawford, “‘reformed” political boss, [Riz 
was found fatally shot, and Herbert Spencer, . 
magazine editor, murdered in the former's real 
estate office not far from the center of Los 
Angeles. 

The public knew Crawford well as a mystic « 
figure who sat somewhere on a hidden throne 
and pulled political strings that made puppets 
dance. It had last heard of him when he joined 
a church, dropped a diamond ring in the col- 
lection plate, and asked God to forgive him. 

At the time, the Rev. R. P. “Bob” Shuler, 
nationally known broadcasting Methodist 
preacher, in a: radio talk, said that he would 
“rather baptize a skunk than Charley Craw- 
ford.” 

Spencer, less widely known, formerly city 
editor of a large Los Angeles newspaper, was 
managing editor of the Critic of Critics, a po- 
litical magazine, when slain. 
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LARK was equally well known. He was 

born and educated in Los Angeles. In 

his early thirties, he had made rapid progress 
in the legal field until the time of his arrest. 

After graduating from the University of 
Southern California, he was soon admitted to 
the bar, and after several years of. private en- 
deavor was asked by Asa Keyes, recently-con- 
victed Los Angeles district attorney, to join his 
staff, 

He remained in office, considered one of the 
most capable and experienced members of the 
staff, and kept his post when Keyes was sent 
to state’s prison on charges of bribery in con- 
nection with the. Julian petroleum scandal. He 
relinquished his office recently when he decided 
to become a candidate for judge. So Clark 
knows how it feels to be the man under suspicion. 

Turmoil followed in the wake of the murders. Rack- 
eteers and known gunmen were arrested. Rev. Shuler 
screamed into the microphone at his radio station that he 
knew “a lot about this murder.” 

Guy McAfee, suave gambling king of Los Angeles 
whom Spencer attacked in his magazine and who was a 
bitter enemy of Crawford, was questioned and released 
when he established an iron-clad alibi. 

McAfee was suspected when a late copy of Sinniek’ $ 
magazine was examined by police. In a statement, signed 
by Frederick Schindler, one of the sub-editors, a “certain 
gambler” was accused of threatening members of its staff. 

The final paragraph read: “And as a postscript, we 
might add that if any member of the staff of this publication 
is molested in any way it will be the signal for the opening 
by authorities of a well-filled safe deposit box now repos- 
ing in the vaults of a certain bank. In that box, among 
other things, are described the names, addresses, haunts 
and habits of all of those who would be interested in clos- 
ing the mouth, of 

“Mike Schindler.”

UTHORITIES immediately rushed to the safe de- 

posit vaults of Spencer, Crawford and Schindler, but 
they contained nothing but legal papers. Schindler claims 
he did not know of the box. 

Then the county’s prosecutor accused the police of “‘cov- 
ering up” evidence, and the police accused the prosecutor 
of lack of action. Several “‘joints” were closed over night, 
and the police vice squad started a “cleanup.” Los An- 
geles became a. pandemonium.

appear. Her story was found to be a hoax. Other mys- 
terious witnesses were found by local newspapers. 

A motorist said he, too, saw two figures flee from the 
scene of the crime. It looked bad for Clark. But he re- 
fused to speak . . . “in a turmoil inside.” 

At the conclusion of the hearing a lenient judge freed 
the accused candidate on $100,000 bail and bound him 
over for trial in superior court. 

The June election was held. Clark’s name appeared 
on the ballot. He was defeated, but polled 67,014 votes 
against his rival’s 95,774. 

HORTLY after, while his wife, Nancy, daughter of 

a former Long Island, N. Y., judge, announced she 
would believe in him until the end, police were told that 
Clark had been seen in an automobile near Crawtord’s of- 
fice shortly before the murders with a bejeweled “blond 
woman.” 

Police launched a hunt but were unable to locate her 
up to the time that the case came to trial, in August, and 
Clark steadfastly refused to discuss it. 

Some weeks later the prosecutor’s office called June 
Taylor, the “enigma woman” in the case, before the county 
grand jury for questioning, but she came out of the jury 
room as much an enigma as ever. 

It is claimed by officials that Miss Taylor was the “‘mes- 
senger of the underworld’ to Albert Marco, former vice 
chieftain, of Los Angeles, who is now in state's prison, giv- 
ing him the inside background of the murder of Spencer 
and Crawford, and “reporting off” for “high powers” on

the sensational tragedy that shook the back rooms of -the 
shady side of the city. 

Miss Taylor, Marco’s confidante, it is claimed, was 
present at an alleged party in an exclusive Los Angeles 
club where it was charged that Clark, at the time engaged 
in the successful prosecution of Marco, had been “play- 
-boy” with some of’ Marco's girls and where an alleged 
compromising picture was said to have been taken of Clark 
with one of the women. 

Clark has denied that such a picture existed, but reports 
reached the police that the picture had been delivered to 
Spencer and Crawford and that it was to be used to defeat 
Clark for election as judge. No picture was found when 
officers searched the scene of the crime, and a long inves- 
tigation failed to reveal it. 


TS all these reports, the ‘enigma woman” has entered 
denials. The grand jury got no further with her than 
the prosecutors and police who questioned her. Her face 
is a mask. Her words tell nothing, 

Clark's attitude since his arrest has been one of calmness 
and confidence. Although he refuses to discuss the mur- 
ders, his handsome face is always bathed in smiles, and he, 
walks with a firm step. He and his wife are seen often at 
theaters, at beach clubs and at dinners in hotels. 

Nancy Clark, a beautiful woman who sat in the first 
row when “her Dave” appeared in court several times fol- 
lowing his arrest, says he is innocent. He was framed, she 
says, loyally. 

“Dave couldn’t have killed a human being,” she says. 
““Why, he was a perfect husband, and we all thought he 
would be elected judge if this horrible thing had not 
happened.” 

Clark’s ordeal was made doubly hard by the fact that 
he had to undergo two.trials. First he was tried with the 
murder of Spencer, the newspaper man, and in this trial 
the prosecutors aimed to make Clark show his defense so 
that the material thus disclosed could be used in the second 
trial, in which Clark we charged with the murder of Craw- 
ford, the politician:

It was the 
very place where Paul on his first 
journey had endured cruel stoning. 
The conversion of this young man 
may be regarded as fruitage of his 
testimony at that time. 

b. His parentage (v. 1). His 
-mother was a believing Jewess and 
his father a Greek. 

c. His character (v. 2). He had a 
good reputation in the church at 
Lystra and Iconium. 

d. His circumcision (v. 3). Tim- 
othy had not been circumcised, 
doubtless because his father was 
a Gentile. In order to avoid of- 
fense among the Jews, Paul cir- 
cumcised him. 

e. The ministry of Paul and Tim- 
othy through the cities (vv. 4, 5).

IV. The First Convert in Europe 
(vv. 13-15). 

The devout people were accus- 
tomed to worship at the riverside. 
To a humble gathering of this kind 
Paul came and preached. Lydia, a 
business woman from Thyatira, be- 
lieved his message and was bap- 
tized. The steps in her conversion 


are worthy of note for they are 


typical. 

1, Attendance at the place of 
worship (v. 13). 

2. Listened to the preaching of 
the word of God (vv. 13, 14). The 
instrument used in the conversa- 
tion of sinners is the word of God 
(Romans 10:17). 

3. Her heart was opened by the 
Lord (v. 14), 

4. She was baptized (v. 15). Ev- 
eryone whose heart the Lord opens 
desires to confess him in baptism. 

5. Her household believed (v. 15), 
and immediately proffered hospi- 
tality to those who had brought 
blessing to them. 

V. Preaching the Gospel Where 
Christ Was Not Named (Rom. 15: 
18-21). This was Paul’s missionary 


program. As the apostle to the Gen- 


tiles, his work was to be on an in- 
dependent basis.

The Maternity and Infancy bill is a revival of 
the Shepard-‘l'owner act which provided funds to protect 
needy mothers and infants at birth from injurous and fatal 
These federal. funds were placed at the disposal 
of all states that accepted this plan and cooperated in the 
proper administration of the funds. Wonderful good resulted 
from this:law. Notwithstanding this, the medical trust at 
its conventions and again at its last Detroit convention op- 
Such assistance from the federal 
government prevented medical trust doctors from squeezing 
a few dollars from desperately needy mothers throughout the 
The medical trust and big business generally vig- 
orously opposed this act and all such legislation on the ground 
that it was an invasion of government into fields of private 
business and constituted government competition with pri- 
For this reason the old Shepard-Towner act 
contained a provision which automatically brought it to an 
end after the lapse of a certain number of years.

It was 
his own misfortune that he chose 
such a fallacious and worn-out 
practice and especially one that was 
so unpopular with the people of 
Tllinois.
